Now Accepted 


Albany Post Office, along with 
the nation’s 32,000 post offices, is 
aceepting applications from peo- 
ple who want their names added 
to-a list of persons to whom ads 
coming within a statutory defini- 
tion of ‘‘sexually oriented” adver- 
tisement may not be mailed, 


At the same, time, the Postal 
Service began gimpiling a master 
list of thos¢* Wit oe for the 
mail ban; to be avail- 
able to mailoy out Feb. 20. 
Sexually-o7; may not be 


ing on the 
list for ore. The 
law, a part of the Postal Reorga- 
nization Act, carries severe civil 


and criminal penalties for vio- 
lators. 
A customer physically incap- 


able of filing an application per- 
sonally at the post office may 
have one mailed. to him by the 
postmaster, upon request. 

Each form contains an identi- 
fying number which should be re- 
tained by the applicant for fur- 
ther reference; if, for example, 
he wishes to notify the postmast- 
er that he has received sexually- 
oriented ads after being on the 
list for more than 30 days. A 
person’s name will remain on 
the list for five years, but, if he 
wants his name removed, he 
needs only to advise ‘his post- 
master in writing, giving his ap- 
plication number.
